Roses are best 
planted in December and January; bare-root, dormant fruit 
trees and deciduous plants in November, December, and Jan- 
vary (December and January are best); camellias and azaleas 
preferably. from October to February; big trees, oaks and 
magnolias in December and January. Potted and tub-grown 
plants can be moved at any time of the year.
